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Dry Amendment Will Stay 


Ardent supporters of the liquor cause who seem to have a 


vision that the open saloon is on the eve of restoration by reason of 
the straw vote on prohibition being polled by some newspapers, and 
in which The Review-Tribune declined an invitation to join, are 


doomed to disappointment, for odds are decidedly against any 
actual repeal of the dry amendment. 
A s.Col. Albert L. Moudy, of Indianapolis, a member of the 
Flying Squadron Foundation, a national organization interested 
in the maintenance of constitutional government and law enforce­ 
ment, told high school students, members of the Rotary club and 
a large crowd at a mass meeting in the First United Presbyterian 
church yesterday afternoon and last evening, the Volstead act will 
not be amended at the present session of congress. And it is im 
probable that “wets” can muster enough strength even at a later 
date to modify the enforcement law. 
Despite the newspaper poll, which shows a majority against 
the Eighteenth amendment 
and it is to he expected since few, 
if any, prohibition supporters are marking ballots in this farcical 
plan of obtaining a so-called expression of public sentiment, the 
antis might just as well understand that their hopes for repeal of 
the prohibition law are futile. 
Whatever may happen to the 
Volstead act, there is very little prospect of abolishing the pro­ 
hibition principle placed in the constitution, within any period 
Interesting to the present generation. 
Many voters and disputants seem oddly to overlook the funda­ 
mental difference between the dry amendment and the dry en­ 
forcement law. The latter may be repealed or modified by congress 
at its pleasure, by ordinary procedure and majority vote of the 
senate and house. The former can be repealed or modified only 
by the same process that placed the amendment in the consti­ 
tution 
Thus to abolish the dry amendment would require a two- 
thirds vote by the house and senate, submission to the states and 
approval by the legislatures of three fourths of the states. 
And, too, most of the states, including Ohio, were frankly 
dry before the amendment was adopted. It is likely that most of 
them, especially those in the west and south, still have dry major­ 
ities. Only 13 dry states are needed to block repeal of the amend­ 
ment. 
Anyone who thinks 36 states are ready to vote wet does 
not know the United States. 
Irrespective of congressional action on the Volstead law', and 
it is doubtful if the present generation shall see it amended in any 
way, there will still have to be an enforcement act to carry out 
the principles of the Eighteenth amendment. 
So straw votes, or 
no straw votes, it is a safe wager that prohibition is here to stay.

The 
farmer is doing some hard thinking about his problems and his 
place in the whole economic structure of the country.

look quite right to him that so much of the reward for his service 
should I e confined to the mere satisfactions of being his own boss 
and living in the country. He realizes that he isn’t really his own 
boss if he can’t sell his produce for enough to pay for improved 
equipment, marketing and his family’s livelihood, with enough 
left over for recreation and education. 
So Mr. Farmer turns “radical” and is showing signs of deter­ 
mination to get at the roots of his economic and social problems 
He has a perfect right to do s o and a considerable amount of good 
sense to help him find his way out of his present unsatisfactory 
situation.

FROM BRINK OF GRAVE 


■Guide* Over IOO Year* Old 
Tell Ancient Legend* 


Washington —J. P. Harrington, eth- 
Vt ologist of tbs Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion, whoso discovery In California of 
the skull of tbs ancient so-called Santa 
Barbara man ft year ago last su n ­ 
nier raised anew the question of the 
ntiflqulty of man on the American con­ 
tinent. Is continuing his sxfloratlons 
In California. He is expected back la 
Washington In March with new and 
valuable ethnological and archeolog­ 
ical Information. 
Mr. Harrington Is on# of the fore­ 
most experts on the iangusges of the 
American 
aborigines. 
Ha 
recently 
made a study of the language of the 
'■white Indians" brought back from 
Panama by R. 0. Marsh. 
Mr. Harrington has sent word to Dr. 
J. Walter Fewkes, chief of tbs bureau 
of American ethnology, that ha is rss- 
cuing rare data from the brink of th# 
grave through old and feeble Indian 
guides who alone poaaaaa any Informa­ 
tion of the ancient village sfkes vis­ 
ited. 
On an expedition Into Lost valley 
Mr. Harrington went with Francisco 
Laos on lioreeback and remained sev­ 
ers! days In the mountains, discover­ 
ing rsre rancheros sites and filling a 
apace hitherto blank on the archeolog­ 
ical map of California. 
Quids Very Old and Feeble. 
'The Indian Francisco la very old 
and feeble,” writes Mr. Harrington, 
"and the trip was very hard on bim. 
All the Information whloh ha gave on 
these pisces was rescued from the 
brink of the grave and there la no ono 
else that knows even a fraction of i t ” 
Mr 
Harrington 
visited 
ft 
place 
inj^ro the Indians formerly captured 
eagles by lotting a man down the face 
,of a cliff by means of a rabbit oat 
.woven of the red milkweed fiber. 
Another of Mr. Harrington's guides 
,ls Angel t'ullpe, one hundred and four 
years old. who accompanied him on 
a trip down the Canada de las Uvas. 
I 
"Many of the archeological sites wa 
ivlslted,” writes Mr. Harrington, "appar­ 
ently had not been touched since In­ 
dian times and we found without diffi­ 
culty the old hut circles on tha sur­ 
face of the ground, either marked by 
|rlngs of rocks which were formed by 
(be Indians clearing the surface for 
the circular but or by rings of raised 
earth which mark tha former walla. 
Ancient Village la Found. 
| 
"The largest village we discovered 
jwas that known to tbs Mission In­ 
dians as Mllyahu. 
This differed from 
the other sites In being located on a 
detached rocky hill, which has tbs ap­ 
pearance of a great towering citadel 
when seen from the arroyo. The little 
Indian wigwams, varying In diameter 
from fourteen to twenty feet, nestle 
alt over the summit of this hill and 
the circles are aa fresh aa lf tha place 
had been abandoned yesterday." 
On a hill on the Santa Marla ranch 
near Ramona Mr. Harrington discov­ 
ered an ancient Indian fortification 
wall, which ta evidently In much the 
same condition as when It was aban­ 
doned. 
It la made of rooks piled in 
tha form of a parapet five fast or more 
in height. 
The wall forma n corral 
around the lop of tha blit Commend­ 
ing a fine view of the valley, It was 
used, according ta tradition, aa an out­ 
look. 
In Palm canyon ha reaped a rich 
harvest in httharte unrecorded place 
names and archeological altos. Ob this 
trip Juanlto Rssoft, moro than ono 
hundred yonrf old, Waft his guide. 
They went across tha sand washes 
and rocky arroyo# la aa automobile— 
a hard trip. They visited ancient wa­ 
ter holes, painted rocks, cavea, sacred 
stones and magical springs.

Many voters and disputants seem oddly to overlook the funda­ 
mental difference between the dry amendment and the dry en­ 
forcement law. The latter may be repealed or modified by congress 
at its pleasure, by ordinary procedure and m ajority vote of the 
senate and house. The former can be repealed or modified only 
by the same process th at placed the amendment in the consti­ 
tution 
Thus to abolish the dry amendment would require a two- 
thirds vote by the house and senate, submission to the states and 
approval by the legislatures of three fourths of the states. 
And, too, m ost of the states, including Ohio, were frankly 
dry before the amendment was adopted. It is likely th at most of 
them , especially those in the west and south, still have dry m ajor­ 
ities. Only 18 dry states are needed to block repeal of the amend­ 
ment. 
Anyone who thinks 36 states are ready to vote wet does 
not know the United States. 
Irrespective of congressional action on the Volstead law, and 
it is doubtful if the present generation shall see it amended in any 
way, there will still have to be an enforcement act to carry out 
the principles of the Eighteenth amendment. 
So straw votes, or 
no straw votes, it is a safe wager th at prohibition is here to stay.

A recent report of the national industrial conference board 
tells of the development of “radical tendencies” anion* fanners 
and anticipate* a harmful effect on the natiomd business struc- 


ture. 
The American farm er has long been regarded as the most con 
se d ativ e member of the national family, always to be counted on 
to resist changes in habit or policy ot government. 
It seems proper to regard the farm er’s changing viewpoint as 
significant, but hardly necessary to Le alarmed or provoked. The 
farm er is doing some hard thinking about his problems and his 
place in the whole economic structure of the country.

J W alter Fewkea. chief of tha b u rm a 
of American ethnology, that ho ta r i a 
cuing rare data from tho brink of tha 
grace through old and feeble Indian 
guides who alone poaaaas any Inform a­ 
tion of the ancient village aft** vis­ 
ited. 
On an expedition Into I.oat valley 
Mr H errington went with Francisco 
I.Kus on horseback and remained se v ­ 
eral days In the mountains, discover 
log rare rancher!* altes and Ailing a 
spare hitherto blank on the archeolog­ 
ical map of California. 
Quid* Very Old and Feeble. 
'T h e Indian Francisco Is Tory old 
and feeble," write* Mr. H arrington, 
"end the trip was very hard on bim. 
AU the Information whloh he gave on 
these places was rescued from the 
brink of the grave and there la no ono 
else that knows even a fraction of I t ” 
Mr 
H arrington 
visited 
a 
place 
the Indians formerly captured 
eagles by lotting a man down the face 
of a cliff tty moans of a rabbit net 
woven of the red milkweed fiber. 
Another of Mr. H arrington's guides 
Is Angel I'ullpe, one hundred and four 
years old. who accompanied bim on 
a trip down the Canada de las Uvas. 
“Many of the archeological altes we 
visited,” w rites Mr Harrington, "ap p ar­ 
ently had not been touched since Tn- 
Idlan times and we found without dlffl- 
culty tho old hut circles on th* su r­ 
face of the ground, either m arked by 
rings of rocks which were formed by 
the Indians clearing th* surface for 
the circular hut or by rings of raised 
earth which m ark th* former walls. 
Ancient Village la Found. 
T h o largest vlliags we discovered 
was that known to th* Mission In ­ 
dians as Mllyahti 
This differed from 
the other sites In being located on a 
detached rocky hill, which has the ap­ 
pearance of a great towering citadel 
when seen from the arroyo. Th* little 
Indian wigwams, varying In diam eter 
from fourteen to twenty feet, nestle 
alt over the sum m it of this hill aud 
the circles are as fresh as lf the place 
had been abandoned yesterday." 
On a hill on the Hants Marla ranch 
near Ramona Mr. Harrington discov­ 
ered an ancient Indian fortification 
wall, which Is evidently In much the 
same condition as when It was ab an ­ 
doned. 
It is made of rooks piled In 
the form of a parapet five feet or more 
in height. 
I he wall forms a corral 
around the top of the hill. Command 
log a Ane view e l the valley, it w as 
used, according t# tradition, aa an ou t­ 
look. 
In Palm canyon he reaped a rich 
harvest In htthsrt* unrecorded place 
names and archeological sites, On this 
trip J Manito Raton, more than one 
hundred year* old, wag bin guide. 
They went eoroan the sand washes 
and rocky arroyo* In an automobile— 
a hard trip 
They visited ancient wa­ 
ter holes, painted rook*, cavea, nacred 
stones end rn agt OOI springe.
